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School  Report. 


Citizens  of  Sanbornton: 

The  school  >ear  ending  March  i,  1889,  has  closed,  and  we  herewith 
submit  a  brief  report  of  its  work. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  school  board  to  make  the  most  of  the  means 
at  their  command  for  the  year  in  the  interest  of  education.  As  a  result 
we  have  had  twenty-two  weeks  of  schooling.  Such  was -the  interest  at 
the  Square,  Hunkins  and  Meadow  that  they  continued  their  teachers, 
supplementing  their  public  school  work  with  two  weeks  of  private  in- 
struction. 

While  we  have  regarded  the  amount  of  schooling  as  important,  we 
have  felt  that  a  good  quality  of  work  is  more  important.  In  our  effort 
to  secure  this,  we  have  never  succeeded  better.  We  pride  ourselves  as 
having  been  fortunate  in  our  choice  of  teachers.  With  good  material 
and  acquired  ability,  most  of  them  brought  a  large  experience.  A  num- 
ber of  them  had  taught  several  terms  in  town.  The  labors  of  all  have 
been  attended  with  success. 

The  principle  of  consolidation  has  been  applied  to  some  extent,  this 
year,  as  heretofore. 

The  pupils  of  Nos.  6  and  16  have  attended  school  for  the  year  in 
Nos.  5  and  10.  Those  of  Nos.  7  and  12  were  provided  for  in  Nos.  8, 
9,  II  and  13,  for  the  sunamer  term.  Thus,  these  schools  were  made 
larger  and  of  greater  interest  and  the  expense  of  supporting  schools  at 
the  other  points  saved  for  the  general  good. 

Our  schools  have  long  felt  the  need  of  a  new  spelling  book,  and  we 
have  adopted  the  Modern  Speller  for  introduction  at  the  opening  of  the 
next  school  year. 

Repairs  have  been  made  oh  the  following  school  houses :  Square, 
Hunkins,  Meadow,  Stone-Bridge,  Corner,  and  New  State. 

There  are  other  houses  which  will  need  some  repairs  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  roll  of  honor  contains  a  goodly  number  of  names,  but  it  is  not 
all  that  it  ought  to  be.  Regularity  and  punctuality  of  attend^ce  is  es- 
sential to  the  best  work. 

The  names  of  visitors  which  appear  upon  our  school  registers  show  a 
commendable  interest  in  our  schools  on  the  part  of  parents  and  others. 
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The  old  names  and  numbers  are  used  in  this  report  as  a  matter  of 
convenience  in  reference. 

Many  facts  of  interest  will  be  found  in  the  statistical  table. 

CalefHill—No    i. 
Bertha  Kinney  taught  here  for  the  year,  with  credit   to  herself  and 
pupils. 

Square — No.  2 

Flora  G.  Cille}',  teacher.  The  school  work  was  carried  forj^vard  very 
pleasantly,  and  good  progress  was  made  in  all  of  the  studies. 

Two  weeks  of  private  school  under  her  instruction  followed  the  close 
ot  the  public  school.  We  regretted  extending  the  winter  vacation  to 
seven  weeks,  but  sickness  made  it  a  necessity. 

Hunkins — No.  3. 

For  the  second  year  Mary  O.  Taylor  has  been  the  teacher  in  charge. 
The  order,  and  the  spirit  of  industry  was  good.  The  instruction,  clear 
and  thorough.  Two  weeks  of  private  school  followed  the  public,  under 
her  instruction. 

Meadoiv — No.  4. 

May  A.  Stevens  taught  the  summer  term. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Herbert  S.  Clay,  who 
proved  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

He  continued  two  weeks  of  private  school  after  the  close  of  the  public. 

Bat/ — No,  5. 
Gertrude  M.  Sanborn  was  fairly  successful  here  the  summer  term. 
The  winter  school  succeeded  well   under  the  instruction  of  May  A. 
Stevens 

St07ie  Bridge — iVo.  7. 
Clara  F.  Bean,  did  good  work  here  during  the  winter  term.     Marked 
progress  was  made  in  reading. 

Corner — No.  8. 

The  school  for  the  summer  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Eleaner 
B,  Lamprey  who  effected  a  change  for  the  better  in  the  matter  of  dis- 
cipline. 

The  pupils  made  good  progress  in  their  studies. 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Shaw,  a  teacher  with  an  established  reputation  in  town 
for  good  work,  taught  eight  weeks  of  the  winter  term.  The  examina- 
tion was  very  creditable  to  both  teacher  and  pupils.
